Police court records suggest that it 1s 
becoming increasingly common for men to 
drive cars on the streets while intoxicated 
This offence, rare a few years ago, has be- 
come frequent enough to show that there 
is only one way of putting an end to it: 
that is, to deprive the offender of the right 
to drive a car. The business of govern- 
ment is to protect the lives and property 
of citizens. It is not consistent with that 
primary duty that a person who operates 
a car through a public street while in an 
irresponsible condition should continue to 
hold a license from the Government per- 
mitting him to drive. The decision of a 
magistrate that a party has driven a car 
while drunk should automatically annul 
his license. 


The Calgary city council ghas for the 
time blocked the agreement framed by the 
city commissioners and the gas company 
whereby the gas users of the city would 
secure a reduction in rates of five cents 
per thousand, bringing the maximum net 
rate down to 33 cents 

But the point is that the gas company 
is willing to make a reduction in Calgary 
rates amounting to thirteen per cent. on 
the monthly bill of the small consumer 

Edmonton's council might well make 
that the starting point of an earnest efiort 
to secure a reduction which would bring 
down gas costs in Edmonton bv a corre- 
sponding amount. That gas has been, and 
probably has to be, dearer in Edmonton 
than in Calgary, is the poorest of all 
reasons for not exhausting the resources 
of negotiation to secure a lower rate for 
Edmonton 


NOT CANADA'S “PROBLEM” 


The London Evening Star contributes 
the sagacious observation that “Canada 


with a bumper harvest is prepared to bid 
fairly high for casual labor. It is 
probable, as we know from past experi- 
enee, that when the boom is ov Canada 
will have very little use for the harvesters 
In fairness, however, we should wait and

On the contrary, the Dominion 
Government refused to countenance the 
enterprise until the transportation com- 
panies definitely assumed responsibility 
for returning the men to their homes when 


the harvest was finished, or of finding 
empioyment for them in Canada r 

If there is any “difficult problem" to 
be faced in regard to the future of the 
harvesters that problen rests with the 
men themselves, the transportatior com- 
panies, and perhaps in part with the
